This amendment supplements Applicant's amendment filed 
November 30, 2005. 

Initially the undersigned would like to thank Examiner Bui 
for the courtesies extended during an oral hearing held with the 
undersigned on December 5, 2005. During the above noted oral 
hearing, the outstanding action was discussed in detail and it 
was agreed after a demonstration made by Applicants at the above 
noted oral hearing that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph would be withdrawn. 

Applicant by the instant amendment has amended independent 
claim 12 so as to set forth with specificity the gap formed in 
the receptacle of the present invention. Specifically, claim 20 
now recites that the gap has a closed bottom which is formed by 
the first and second bent over end portions. Examiner Bui at 
the above noted oral hearing agreed that claim 2 0 as amended 
removed the Ketler reference as prior art. In addition, it was 
agreed that claim 2 0 as amended complied with the formal 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs. 

In light of the foregoing amendments, it is submitted that 
all of the claims as pending patentably define over the art of 
record and an early indication of same is respectfully 
requested.
